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No man's wife, fitter, or daughter would 
be in a ftate of fecurity ; The rape of 

the Sabines would be daily rehearfed,* 
and anarchy and confufion enfue. In 
this point of view then, at leaft, female 

proftitution fliould be winked at, if net 
protested ; and though, it may be pro- 
nounced amoral evil, it certainly is a- 
political good,. 



Let-.u& for . a moment take a retro- 
fpeft of the opinion of. that fagacious 

people the .Athenians, -upon this fubjeft. 
The Courtezans figured here with great 

eclat ^ and it may gratify the curiofitjr 

of the Reader to enquire, by what means 

this order of women, who at once de- 
bafed their own fcx, and in a great 
meafure difgufted- ours, in a coun- 
try where the women in general were 
diftinguifhed by their rigid morals, ob- 

£ 3 tained 
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rained efteem, and cften the highe.fi: pin- 
nacle of celebrity. Various reafons 
may, upon enquiry, be affigned. Firft, 
Courtezans were to a great degree 

blended with religious ceremonies. The 
Goddefs of Beauty, who had altars con- 
fecrated to her flirine, was confidered as. 
their Patronefs, and whom the Athenians 
worfhipped. They invoked Venus in 
times of the greateft peril. The un- 
common fame of Miltiades and The- 

mistocles was in a great meafure ow- 
ing to the Lais's finging hymns to the 
.Goddefs after their battles, and thereby 
confecrating their victories. The Cour- 
tezans were alfo connefted with Reli- 
gion, through the cultivation of the arts* 

They offered themfelves for models to 
copy Venus's, who were afterwards ado? 

ied in their temples. Phryniafeivedas 
a model to Praxiteles for the Venus 

whick 
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ty.bich. gained him fo*much renown; and 

during the feafh of Neptune at Elcnfis, 
Apelles having-feen this,fame Courtezan, 
run along the banks of the river, with- 
out any other covering than her flowing 
treiTes, was fo (truck with her beauty, 
that fiom her he took his idea of Venus 

+ ■■ - 

rifing from the flood. 



Thus were thev of infinite urili r y to 
Painters and Sculptors, to whom thejr 

furnilhed ideas "of the moft tranfeendantf 
beauty, and tended greatly to embellifh 
their work?. They were, moreover, 

great muficians, as well vocal as inftru- 
mental. The art of mufic, which was 

of the higheft estimation in Greece, 
communicated additional charms to 
their perfonal arid mental qualifications. 



The enthufiafm of the Athenians for 

* ~" i 

beauty was fo great, that their vivid 

B 4 ima- 
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imaginations inebriated them even to, 
idolatry in their temples, which were 
decorated with the mafterly produ&ions 1 
of the artifl. It was the chief object of 

contemplation in their games and- exer- 

cifes: Premiums were allotted .it, in their- 
public feftivals; and it was even the ul- 
timate end of their matrimonial' rites. 

But it fhould be obferved, that, with re- 
gard to the immaculate part of the &x % , 

foiitary beauty was neceffarily obfcured, 
and concealed from the general eye * s 

whilft the charms of Courtezans affailed 
every fpe&ator,. and. compelled general 

.homage; 



The intercourfe of Society can atone 
develope j:he captivating charms of the 
mind: all other females were excluded 

F 

from this privilege. The Courtezans 
living publicly in Athens, inceflantly 

and. 
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and involuntarily 1 heard PhilofopHrcal 
Difquifitions, Political Debates, and 

^ 

Poetical Flights; and as it were im- 
perceptibly caught a tafte for learning; 
It neceffarily followed, that their mental 

faculties were improved, and of courfe 
their converfation became more brilliant. 

Hence it was, that their houfes became 
academies- of clafficai paftime;— Poets 
reforted hitherin fearoh of the Mules, as 

well as the Graces \ and Satire frequent- 
ly attended with truly- Attic farcafm, to • 
give agufttf to the literary repaft. Even 

profefied Phiiofophcrs did not think ir 
beneatlr .their rigid dignity to attend. 
Socratbs and ?ericles often met at 

the houfe.of A^pasiaj fomewhat fimi- 

lar to St. EvREmond's frequently- vifin- - 
ing the celebrated Ninon de L/Enclos. 
That delicacy of cxprcflion, that refine- 
rnent of tafte., which can only be caught ^ 
from, the Fair-Sex, was here feized with- 

B 5 avidity^ . 
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avidity. In return, the reputation of a 
Demirep received a borrowed luftre from 
fuch diftinguiftied guefts. 



Greece was governed by men of elo- 
cution, profcfled orators, and rhetori- 
cians \ and Courtezans having it in their 
power to gain an afcendfency over the 

greateft Logicians, confequently had 
confiderable influence in the govern- 
ment of the State. Demosthenes, * 
the terror. even of tyrants, was com- 
pelled to fubmit to the impulfe of 

their charms, to the tyranny of beauty; 
and it was faid of him, with equal truth 
and poignancy, " That the ftudy of years 

" was annihilated in an hour's conver- 
" fation with a fine woman." 



Phrvnia had a golden ftatue ere&ed 
to her memory, at Delpbos, between the 
M&ufokums of two Kings j and the 

death 
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death of many Courtezans was fucceeded 

by magnificent .monuments, to comme- 
morate their remembrance -, whilft many- 
Heroes, who died in defence of their 

country, were infta&tly- forgot, and not 

a ftone ere&ed to tell where, they lay* 



In fine, the laws and institutions, in 
authorifi.ng female folitude>ftamped mar- 
riage with the ide^ of an ineftimable 
treafure. But in Athens— fancy, a 
tafte-for the Fine. Arts, an infatiable 

third: for pleafure of every kind, feemed 

tq revolt againft the laws themfeives ; 

and Courtezans were called in as it 
were as auxiliaries to the manners and 

difpofitions of the times, Yice, bawifhed 
from domeflic life, affe&ed not the hap- 
pinefs of families ; but Vice under a, 

parental roof was ever pronounced cri- 
minal. By a ft range and unaccountable 
whimficalnefs,. the maie fex flood con- 

B 6 feted ly 
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feffedly corrupted r .whilil domeftic man*. 
ners were exemplariiy- rigid. Courte- 
zans were eftimated according tothein 

attractions* and what the -French have 
happily ftiled agremens% whillt other 
women laid no other claim to merit,- than* 

what they were entitled to by their vir- 

rue. From thefe various circumftances, 
we may account for the honourswhici* 

Courtezans fo frequently received in 

Greece- \ otherwife it would have been 
difficult to corrceivehow fix or feven 

Authors would have confecrated their 

pens to celebrate them -, how three of 

the moft celebrated Painters had devoted 

their pencils fclely to pourtray-them \ 
how feveral Grecian Poets had invoked 
their Mufes to honour them : in a 
word, it would be very difficult, other- 
wife, to affign a caufe, why the greateffi 
men fhould, with the keeneft avidity, 

aim at being introduced into their com-*

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pany 5 that Aspasja fhould be the fole 
Herald of Peate-or War >, or that Phry-' 
nia fhould have a-ftatue of gold- ere&ed' 

to her . memory. - The uninformed tra^

fancies it is the^tombof Miiitjades or

employment was to^attend upon a Lady 
-who refided in her firft floor. Some- 
times fhe thought proper to make her 

lodger bed-ridden \ at cther^times, a- lit- 
tle out of her mind ; however, the wages 
were very handfome, and above the 

common rate. By thefe . means fhe 
would have frequently a fcore in a day 

call upon her. In order to carry this 

fcheme into execution, fhe took a variety 
of lodgings in different parts of the 

town, and fometimes fmall houfes ready 

f urnifhed j 
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fnrnifticd ; as the chara&er of her Nun- 
nery in the neighbourhood, if enquired 
after, would have given the alarm, and 
prevented her accompliihing the de- 

fign. When any decent' girl with a 
good face applied, flie always hired 
her for the Lady in the firft 'floor, whcr 
was very ill, and could not fee her. It 
was requifite that the fervant fhould lis 
by her, as her infirmities were fo great> 
that it was neceffary to have an attend- 
ant near her all night* 



These preliminaries being fettledj 
as the maid-fervants generally go to 
their places in the evening, the unfuf- 
picious girl was fliewn into a dark roonv 

the Lady's eyes being fo bad that fhtf 

could not bear a light. At ten o'clock 
the houfe all retired to reft ^ but it was 

expedient, previous to this ftep, to have. 

ibraf 
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fome fupper. The girl with,, perhaps*, 
a very keen appetite,, was allowed to fup, 
with the Landlady (Charlotte), when-. 

a good Jubftantial dilh. was brought 
forth, good ftrong ale, and,, as it was- 
the firft night, and to fhew her hofpita- 

lity, would indulge her with aglafs of 

wine. Nancy's fpirits being thus ele* 

vated, fhe retires to bed to her fuppofed 

ibperannuated roiftrefs — when, lo! the 

poor innocent girl finds hcr-fclf,. in her. 
firft fleep, in the arms of Lord C — n 
LordB — — k.e, or Colonel L e. In 

vain {he laments the fraud that has been- 
played upon her; her outcries bring no-, 
one to her relief^ and probably fhe yields 
to. her fate, finding it inevitable ; and 
iblaces herfelf inthe morning with a few 
guineas, and the pcrfpective view, of 
liaving a new gown, a pair of fdver 
buckles, and a black filk cloak.

When a fufficient fupply from thefe 
reiburces was not produced, Advertife* 
ments in the Daily Papers often had the 
defired effc&, and brought in numbers 
of pretty candidates (though unknow- 
ingly) for proftkution. Moft of thefe 
advertifements were of a ferious. nature,, 
and carried with them all. the appear* 
ance of truth, Hncerky, and a good 
place, for any young wojnan inclined to^ 
go to fervtice. But fometimes Char* 
lotte would flourifh in the jocular ftile. 
at leaft fome of her friends for her* and 
even thefe ludicrous publications have 

inveigled the innocent and unguarded*. 
One in particular appeared fome time
